Where and How the Oil 
Bearing Sand Is F ound 


The Russian oil fields, the fields of 
Asia Minor, the Mexican fields, and 
the Pennsylvania fields, were all de- 
veloped from oil springs or seepages , 
Hence the most obvious surface indi- | 
eation of the presence of oil and gas | 
is a seepage. 

The asphalt beds of Southern Ok- 
lahoma and Mexico, often plainly ex- 
posed at the surface, are the remains 


- of oil seepages, the most volatile por- | 


tions of the oil having

Oil springs or seepages may occur | 


from a stratum of oil bearing rock-at-fing. oil say, or

Often the flow is intermittent, 
discharging oi) and possibly gas at 
almost regular intervals when suffi-

Sometimes the seepage makes its 


appearance just after heavy rains have 
softened the surface soil. 

Oil bearing formations frequently | 
crop out on the surface or in the stra- 
ta of cliffs along stream beds, small | 
quantities of oil escaping to appear on 
the water of adjacent springs. or 
streams as “rainbows.” Usually the. 
regular oil country formations, lime- 
stones, sandstones and shales, will be | 
found in the stratificaton.

PLANTING AND CARE OF 
SHRUBS AND TREES 


There are few settlers on the Prair- 
ies who would not ‘appreciate having 
a good plantation of trees and shrubs 
‘around their buildings, and yet there 
‘are many who have not made a ‘start 
in this direction. -Numerous explan- 
ations are offered.as to the cayse eof 
this. There is the lack of knowledge 
lof how to plant and grow trees with 
a minimum amount of labour, The 
second deterring factor is the unsight- 
ly condition into which some of the 
‘older tree plantations have drifted; due 
to carelessness or to lack:of foresight 
on the part. of the owners. The one 
encouraging feature has always been 


\that in nearly every-disttict there have | 


‘been plantations established that have

stood the test of time and have prov- 
en a source of delight to their owners.

Early spring, before the buds com- 
'mence to open, is the best time to set 
-out either trees or shrubs. More trees 
are ldst due to’ late planting than to 
any other one cause.
